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HIS week I want to 
ask a pertinent ques- 
tion, and perhaps, find 
the answer. World con- 
ditions are steadily get- 
ting worse. Today the 
news dispatches stated 
thata “secret” agree- 
ment existed between 
England and Japan, 
which agreement, if it does exist, 
seriously threatens the peace of the 
United States. Russia has warned the 
Finns that, if Finland is not careful, 
she will “declare war” on her. What 
difference that could make in the 
light of the cowardly and brutally in- 
humane attack on Finland by Russia, 
I do not know. But that’s what Russia 
says she will do. And she warns “all 
other nations” that if they interfere, 
» they will do so at their own peril. 
| Britain is ruthlessly searching and 
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opening U. S. Mail carried on U. S. 
steamers, and the prospect for peace 
at any price seems remotely dim. 
Those of us who are able to think, 
right here at home in the grandest 
land God ever made, cannot view with 
serenity such a condition as exists in 
the world today. We don’t know at 

| What moment we may be drawn into 
the struggle, or forced into it. 
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God’s sake and the sake of suffering 
humanity let’s see if we cannot find 
that answer. 

For there is an answer. There must 
be an answer. And the honest man 
and the thinking man will never deny 
anyone the right to try to find the 
heart of the trouble and to suggest 
the answer. That is what I am trying 
as honestly as I know how to try, to 
do. Of course, what I write makes 
religious organizations literally “see 
red.” But I am quite sure that I am 
correct in my theories. I am sure 
that proven facts bear me out. So 
then, what sort of a coward would I 
be if, because certain religious or- 
ganizations “see red” when I write— 
I were to stop writing? That would 
not be American, would it? Surely 
that would not be honorable, would 
it? 

If I know what the answer to 
world conditions is, and if I know 
what has brought those world con- 
ditions about, and if I know what will 
remedy these ungodly conditions, 
should I not, with all my might and 
main, strive to bring these facts to 
the attention of all? Of course I 
should. Of course I will. The fact 
that certain religious “faiths” do 
“see red?” when I write, will, to 
the jnitiate in world affairs, tend 
to prove that I might know what 
I am talking about. At any rate, none 
can charge me with being dishonest 
in my writings. None can charge me 
with not knowing what I am talking 
about. None can deny that more peo- 
ple are finding God as a result of 
what I teach, than are finding God 
through all the other religious organ- 
izations combined. Therefore, in ask- 
ing the questions I shall ask in this 
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article, those who read 
aright may see the an-

7 À of ours labors tonight. 

If I am governed by 
honest motives, and I 
am, then the world 
should assist me in 
whatever intelligent efforts I make 
to get at the root of the trouble, and 
it should do this in spite of what any 
religious organization thinks, acts, or 
feels towards me. If they were in ear- 
nest themselves, they would investi- 
gate what I say, and, if it is true, they 
would guide themselves accordingly. 
For what I write as the weeks and 
months go by, is not going to soften 
any. I shall never retract one step I 
have taken. I think too long before 
taking these steps. And you may de- 
pend upon it, if I were not absolutely 
sure of my ground, I should not be 
heading this Movement and carrying 
around on one pair of shoulders all 
the responsibility this job entails. No 
—I don’t believe any who read what I 
write will accuse me of dishonesty, 
nor will they accuse me of “trying to 
destroy religion.” 

I will grant you that if what mas- 
querades as “true religion” is noth- 
ing of the sort, and if I can prove it 
is nothing of the sort, I certainly 
shall bring to this world as rapidly 
and as conscientiously as I possibly 
can, what has been revealed to me by 
the Spirit of God, as true religion. 
Nothing can stop me there. And you 
would do likewise if you are a true 
man or woman. If you had the vision 
of God and from God which I have, 
you would do exactly as I am doing. 
And unless you had the intestinal 
fortitude to do it, you would not have 
been given that vision. For when God 
calls a man or woman to bring to 
the earth some new truth, God in- 
variably equips that man or that wo- 
man for the task.

For the ‘“con- 
fession box” won’t drive the forces of 
hell back. The “mass” won’t avail 
one jot or one tittle when it comes 
to facing those hell-begotten hordes 
who are out to usurp the place of 
God. The “prayer-meeting,” “the 
baptismal pool,” “the Lord’s supper,” 
those things mean nothing at all 
when the force of arms is used.

Things in Europe will get worse 
and worse. The real war hasn’t start- 
ed yet. Soon, Hitler and Stalin will 
release the full fury of their insane 
desire to rule the world without God.

True religion always brings peace. 
It always prevents crime. False re- 
ligions are responsible for conditions 
as they exist on this earth today.

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that statement. Now what does that 
all mean? 


It means that we are bringing to 
men and women, through the grace 
and Power of the Spirit of God— 
the Truths of God which can save 
humanity from complete annihilation. 
I don’t believe that is the work of a 
fool. If it is, then may God give us 
a lot more fools like I am. No church 
in existence can duplicate the works 
of “Psychiana” in the few years in 
which it has been in existence. They 
have not the vision, nor do they have 
the Power of the true God in them. 
This is a revolutionary statement to 
make. Yet it’s a true statement. And 
no matter how cherished the story of 
Jesus Christ may be, if it is not suf fi- 
cient to bring peace to this world and 
to save humanity complete annihila- 
tion, it had better be discarded and 
the truths of God found.

And God, in infinite wisdom 
and strength, has given to one man, 
here in Moscow, Idaho, not only the 
true vision of God, but the power to 
bring that vision into a complete re- 
ality. For, greater is the Spirit of 
God in any man or in any organiza- 
tion, than all the powers of hell which 
can be thrown against it. The pity is 
that it is the church people them- 
selves who are attempting to stop the 
only vision of God which comes from 
God, and which can save the church. 
That’s the irony of the whole thing. 
Not that I care personally what they 
do. The truths I am coming to the 
world with, are the Truths of God. 
And posterity will prove them to be 
just that. I cannot help it if the 
church chooses to stick with the 
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doctrines and formulas which have 
made it the colossal failure it is to- 
day—that’s its business. 

But if they saw a suffering, dying 
world as I see it, they would make 
speed to discard all things which can 
be proved to be man-made, and they 
would break their necks to find the 
Power of the Spirit of God—in them. 
But just as long as they choose to 
hang on to these old “crucified god” 
traditions which the Hindoo had 1400 
years before Christ was ever heard 
of, then just so long will their com- 
plete organizations exist for their own 
gratification, and just so long will 
they be as helpless and as hopeless as 
they are today. And that is plenty, 
both helpless and hopeless. Wake up 
you churchmen. Wake up you priests 
and preachers. For the hour is at 
hand in which you will either stand 
to the death for God, or you will go 
out in outer darkness where, accord- 
ing to your own language, there will 
be weeping, and wailing, and gnash- 
ing of teeth. May the Spirit of the 
Infinite God bring you to see the 
truths,.of.an Infinite God, and may 
you, once and forever, cast to one side 
the theology which has made of you 
the complete failure you are, insofar 
as being able to save this world goes. 

Please let none misunderstand why 
I write so plainly. I do not care what 
you think of me nor do I care what 
you say about me. But please under- 
stand that I see the seriousness of the 
situation. You should be saving this 
world at this very moment, but you 
are not. You have a false conception 
of God, and you don’t even know that. 
God has given to me the task of show- 
ing to the church, and the world, what 
the truths of God are. So then do not 
blame me for such plain speaking. 
I must be true to Him that sent me. 
I must do what is my duty, regardless 
of what you, Catholic or Protestant 
think about it. For I know in whom 1 
am believing and I am persuaded that 
the Spirit of God is able to keep my 
whole life until such time as my work 
is done. If you are wise—you will 
listen to me. And, listening, you will 
find the True Spirit of the True 
God.
